The boxes, each of which will 
hold 2000 ballots, will be 
used simu] taneously, one on 
each side of the exit side for 
the polls, i.e. one for ‘AK’ 
voters, (streets) and the 
other for 1-7 voters, 

The old ballot box will be 
kept in reserve. If over 4000 
voters show up at the polls it 
will be put into use, as the 
state law now prohibits the 
opening of ballot boxes until 
after the polls are closed 


WATER SUPT. SAYS FLUORIDATION

Superintendent gddie Sargent 
of the Wilmington W"ter De- 
partment has denied that the 
town’s water has suffered any 
detoriation, as reported in 
the Town Crier last week. 

In a letter to the Tom Mana- 
ger, which was read at the 
Selectmen’ s meeting, Mr. Sar- 
gent stated that the program 
is continuing, and that never 
has there been a day without 
fluorine in the water. 

He cited some mechanical 
troubles, after Hurricane Don- 
na, and further stated that 
sometimes, during hot weather, 
when there is excessive con- 
sumption of water, the fluor- 
ide values drop somewhat.

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ON BUILDING SCHOOLS 

The Board of Selectmen, Monday night, saw 
fit to delay for ten days a decision on whether 
or not to call a Special Town Meeting for the 
purpose of building a new school, this time an 
intermediate school in North Wilmington. 

The Board was without doubt acting in good 
faith, but the thing that has happened was the 
one thing that the Selectmen themselves did not 


want to happen when they first proposed a Per- 
manent Building Committee, 

It will be remembered that there was an im- 
passe,after the Town Meeting had turned down 
the first plans for a school off Glen Road, 

The Selectmen and then Town Manager solved 
the impasse by proposing a Permanent Building 
Committee,.with advisory members from each and 
every committee in town that would need to know 
of the progress, together with other advisory 
members such as the Town Manager, School Sup- 
erintendent, Police Chief, and Highway Supt.ete 

The idea was to keep the respective boards 
advised of progress and decisions @s soon as 
they were made. The Selectmen Proposed this to 
@ Town Meeting, and the Town Meeting so voted. 

As a result, in addition to the individual 
officers named, appointments were made by each 
of the committees involved. One Person on each 
committee was appointed an "Advisory Member of 
the Permanent. Building Committee", 


The Superintendent of Schools, 
School Committee member have attended, either 
together or individually, about B0¢ of the 
meetings, which have been held every week (hol- 
idays excepted) since the appointment of the 
Permanent Building Commi itee. 

The representative of the Planning Board, 
and the representative of the Finance Committee 
have been present at about 40% of the meetings. 

The Chief of Police and the Highway Super- 
intendent have been present at practically 
every meeting when discussion involved their 
departments. 

Other than these people we would say that 
there has been very little attendance by other 
appointed officials. The Selectman's represen- 
tative and the TM have, between them, probably 
attended six meetings in the past year. 

This is unfortunate. The result is a delay 
in the program for the new school, while the 
Selectmen and Town Manager are brought up to 
date. 

Delays always occur, in the building of 
schools. Our Selectmen sought to overcome these 
delays with what was an 2minently sensible pro- 
posal. The proposal however, has fallen by the 
wayside, and what now appears to be a nit- 
picking program has begun. 


We just hope there isn't too much de 
the program for this school, for if thane is 
the Building Committee will again be subjected 
to a series of meetings, beseiged by mothers 
and others who will take up entire meetings 
wanting to hear again and again the answers fo 
questions and more questions. 

And schools aren't built in that manner.
